General Garcia was the original con­ 
spirator in the uprising of tho Cubans 
against Spain in 1868, and in that war, 
under Gomel, he attained the rank of a 
brigadier general.

attempted suicide by plac ing his revol­ 
ver under his chin aud firing.
